BATTLE IS ON. 


English Temperance Societies in 
Arms Against the Publi- 
cans’ Pension Bill.

Loyrpon, June 7.—There was held to-day the 
biggest temperance demonstration ever or- 
ganized. It was of greater proportions than 
the demonstration of 1888. It has often been 
said that the temperance is the best organized 
party in England, and to-day the leaders have 
proved it. For more than two weeks past 
committees have been sitting in London 
until yesterday when the organization for the 
demonstration in Hyde Park was completed, 
and where to-day the publicans pension bill 
was denounced asa bill has seldom been de- 
nouneed before. It was neither purely nor 
mainly a metropolitan gathering. Delega- 
tions from distant provincial towns came up to 
London in dozens andin hundreds. Indeed 
special excursion trains were run from sur- 
rounding towns, while those centers which 
could not be personally represented rained in 
letters of congratulation and support. With- 
out distinction of party or creed, all reformers 
attended. One of the most useful contingents 
was the Roman Catbolics, to whom Cardinal 
Manning addressed afew words of advice be- 
fore they marched. There were Counciliors 
by dozens and Members of Parliament by 
scores. The demonstration was not quite so 
big as the labor demonstration of last month, 
but it was a large affair. Notwithstanding 
this imposing demonstration, the Government 
bave nailed their colors to the mast and have 
decided to stand or fall upon the question of 
compensation to the publicans. It le under- 
stood that Mr. Goschen is under pledges to 
the brewers and consequently feels bound to 
proceed with his proposals. 

The Government intends to press forward 
with ali the force at their command the local 
taxation (customs and excise) duties bill. 
Much may happen in the courseof the next 
few weeks to change the political situation, 
but it is well that the temperance organiza- 
tions recognized the fact that the Government 
are in earnest in this matter. At any rate the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer is in earnest, 
and unless pressure is brought to bear upon 
him from Conservative quarters, and es- 
pecially from the members of the Church of 
England Temperance Society, he will succeed 
in hie designs. He will not, however, suc- 
ceed without creating a good deal of friction 
both inside and outside the Cabinet, and al- 
ready a coolness has arisen between him on 
the one hand and the Chief Secretary for 
Ireland and the First Lord ofthe Treasury on 
the other, on account of licensing proposals. 
Other members of the Government do pot 
hesitate to say that sooner or later these 
licensing proposals will have to be abandoned.

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THE SILVER BIII. 


Reed, Cannon and McKinley Jug - 
gling With the Question in 
the House. 


A Note of Warning Sounded by 
the Advocates of Free 
Coinage. 


The Tariff Bill Will be Held Up in the Sen- 
ate Until Favorable Silver Legislation Is 
Secured—To-Day’s Discussion on the 
Measures Pending in Congress—Repre- 
sentative Payson’s Strong Speech De- 
nouncing the Policy of the Treasury De- 
.partment—Mr. Wanamaker’s Little Gift 
to Mrs. Harrison—Funds for the Delaware 
Indians— Proceedings

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Mr. Newlands, one 
of the Executive Committee of the National 
Silver Convention, in an interview with ref- 
erence to the silver bill now before the House, 
declares that the House Republicans, under 
control of Reed, Cannon and McKinley, are 
juggling with the silver question, and as a re- 
sult a bill apparently providing for an in- 
creased use of silver, but really demonetiz- 
ing, bas been placed before the House and 
is to be rushed through after a debate of a 
day and a half without the privilege of offer - 
ing amendments. He says that the Dill is 
mono-metallic. Gold and silver builion is to 
be used simply as a security for the certifi- 
cates issued upon it. The $4,500,000 worth 
purchased the first month can be redeemed 
the next on the surrender of the certificates 
representing It. The same bullion can be 
sold during the same month and again re- 
deemed the next month. He predicts that if 
this bill passes, the Treasury will eventually 
be a conduit through which England will 
draw her silver for use in India. 

In reply to the statement of the gold mono- 
metalists that this power of redemption will 
never be exercised, Mr. Newlands inquires 
whether if Cleveiand,Manning and Jordan were 
in power as President, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and Treasurer of the United States it 
would not be exercised? Can any one donbt 
that itwill be exercised some time, under 
some Secretary and under some system of 
jugglery? He insists that whatever silver goes 
into the Treasury should come out only as 
money, inthe shape of either actual coin or 
certificates calling for coin, 

In alluding to Reed’s opposition lu caucus 
to striking ont the bullion redemption clause 
in aspeech in which he declared we must ad- 
here to the gold standard, otherwise we 
would sink to the levelof China and India, 


Mr. Newlands inquires: Does anyone sup- 
pose that the condition of India or China 
would be changed if they were to adopt the 
gold standard? Mr. Reed might just as well 
advise us to refrain from eating rice lest we 
become Chinamen. 

„We will win yet,“ continues Mr. New- 
lands. ‘‘The Senate is overwhelmingly 
opposed to bullion redemption, and there are 
enough Senators from the Western States, in 
which silver is the all important issue, to hoid 
the tariff bill up until favorable silver legisia- 
tiom can be secured. If I were in the Senate I 
would join with the Democrats in laying the 
tariff bill to one side until the East would deal 
fairly with the Weston a question of such im- 
portance. 1 am tired of seeing men whose 
vision does not extend west of Wall street 
controlling the legisiation of the country. 
The Republicans of the West cheer- 
fully joined the Republicans of the 
East in protecting the industries of the 
country, although those interests lie almost 
entirely east of Ohio. The East proposes to 
take all the turkey and give the West the 
crow. The West now has a gree taut string 
to the turkey and will hold it until there is 
something more like an equal division of 
beneficial legisiation. These men who are 
continually opposing Western interests do 
not hesitate to advance thelr own interests, 
and when itis necessary they ignore party 
lines. The Western members sbould no 
longer allow themselves to be forced into the 
position of hewers of wood and drawers of 
water by the crack of the pow lash.’’ 

Mr. Newlands says of the Nationa! Conven- 
tion to be called the bullion redemption feat- 
ure is retained: ‘‘I predict that that conven- 
tion will be one ofthe largest and most earn- 
est ever held in thiscanntry. The organiza- 
tion of the National Convention recently held 
in St. Louls is complete in every State in the 
Union, and an active canvass willbe con- 
ducted against representatives who betray 
their constituents upon this question, and 
especially those Republicans who vio- 
late their pledges on * uestlon 
which is above party and nvolves 
the prosperity and the happiness of man- 
kind. The man who votes for bullion redemp- 
tion votes for demonetizgation of silver and 
will have to defend himself on that ground. 
The upholders of this new system of oppres- 
sion only seventeen years old, by which the 
usurers of the world sought to Increase the 
value of their hoards and the burdens of all 
obligations by cutting off one of the natural 
sources of money supply, will have to meet 
the producer, the farmer and the laboring 
men atthe polis. It is time for plain speech. 
1 issue the note of warning, not of threat.’’ 

Mr. Newlands was very much in earnest in 
discussing the money question and in refer- 
ring to the men, who he says, in order to 
secure patronage or favors from the Speaker 
of the House surrender their convictions and 
imperil the interests of their con#ituents, 
used language more Vigorous than diplomatic. 
He also took occasion to refer in uncompll- 
mentary terms to those members who dodged 
the vote in the House on Thursday when the 
effort was made to recommittne bill. How- 
ever, Mr. Newlands is Mo 6 sanguine that the 
silver men will yet succeed.

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CONPTICTIN gd LAWS. 


JUDGE THAYER FINDS THAT FTD RAL AND 
STATE LAWS DO NOT AGREE 


A Case in Which He Permits the Surviving 
Party tea Contract to Testify—He De- 
cides in Favor of the Fifth National 
Bank in Its Suit against Mrs. Bernays, 
Executrix of Geo. J. Bernays. 


Judge Thayer handed down a very interest- 
ing Opinion th morning in the cases of Lon 
V. Stephens, Receiver of the Fifth National 
Bank, against Thelka M. Bernays, Executrix 
of George J. Bernays, deceased. The case 
turned on the testimony of C. C. Crecilius, 
the cashier. Dr. Bernays had sold his stock 
in the bank to Crecilius two days prior to the 
failure, and Crecilius had given in payment 
his notes which wert to be returned if at the 
end often days he eould assure the doctor 
that the bank was all . 
Seven days after this transaction the 
bank failed. The Oomptroiler levied an 
assessment on the stockholders for the bene- 
fit ofthe creditorsand upon Dr. Bernaya! 
estate as well, holding that the sale was only 
a pretended sale and for the purpose of avold- 
ing liability. Mra, Bernays refused to pay 
the assessment and the receiver brought suit. 
The Receiver put Crecilius on the stand to 
testify, but the executrix objected on the 
ground that he was party to a contract and 
the other party being dead he was silenced. 
Judge Thayer permitted himto testify, re- 
serving bis decision on that point, and to-day 
he ruled on it. His opinion is interesting 
since it Is directly opposite to the decisions of 
the Missouri Supreme Court, 60 that now the 
members ofthe bar havethe benefit of two 
opposite rulings on that question. The opin- 
ion is as follows: 


THE OPINION. 

The ‘testknony of ©. C. Creciifus taken in 
connection with other testimony offered by 
the plaintiff clearly shows that the deceased 
assigned his stock in the insolyent bank to 
Crecelius, thecashier, with intent to evade 
his liability as shareholder. According to the 
testimony of Crecilius, the deceased had not 
only been advised before the sale that the 
bank bad sustained considerable losses, but 
he declared atthe time of the sale that his 
purpose in selling was to avoid his iiability as 
a stockholder. The sale appears to have been 
made only two days before the bank closed its 
doors, and no change took place in the condl- 
tion of the bank in the meantime. 

Crecilius gave his notes for the stock in- 
stead of paying forthe same in money, and 
according to his statement the notes were to 
be surrendered and the sale cancelled if at the 
end of sixty days the deceased was then as- 
sured thatthe bank was all right. Crecilius 
himeelf had little or no means at the time of 
the pures e, and was rendered utterly in- 
solvent by the failure of the bank two days 
later. Mis object in making the purchase in 
question was to withdraw the stock from the 
market and save the credit of the bank, which 
was then tn a precarious condition. 

These facts, most of which were established 
by the testimony of Crecelius, warrant the 
conciusion that the pretegded sale was and is 
voldadle as to the creditors of the insolvent 
bank, who are represented in this proceeding 
by the Receiver. 

Thompson's Liability of Shareboiders and 
Cases, sec. 215 and cases cited. 

THE TWO STATUTES. 

A question arises, however, and was re- 
served at the trial,touching the campetency of 
Crecilius to testify against the executrix con- 
cerning transactions between himself and the 
testator, 

The Federal. Statutes provide (sec. 838) 
that no witness shall be ezeluded * * in 
any civil action, because he is a party to, or 
interested in the issue tried; provided that in 
actions by or against executors, etc., 
in which judgment may be rendered for or 
agalnst them, neither party shall be allowed 
to testify against the other as to any tranusec- 
tions with, or statement b, the teststor, etc., 
„ unless called to testify thereto by the 
opposite party * * ln all otber respects 
the laws of the Ste In which the court is 
heid shall be the rules of decision as to the 
competency of witnesses in courts of the 
United States, ete. 

The State law on the subject (Sec. 8.918 R. 8. 
of Mo., 1889) provides that no person shall 
be disqualified as a witness in any civil suit 
„ by reason of his interest in the event of 
the same as a party or otherwise, * * pro- 


| vided that in actions where one of the original 


parties to the contract or cause of action in 
issue and on trial is dead or * * insane, the 
other party to such contract or cause of aetion 
shall not be admitted to testify * * in his own 
favor; “ and when an executor or adminis- 
trator is a party the other party shall not be 
admitted to testify in his own favor, unless 
the contract in issue was originally made with 
aperson who is living and is competent to 
testify,’’ ete. 

The first clause of the proviso of sec. 8918 
(supra) as heretofore construed by the State 
courts, has much greater scope than the Fed- 
eral statute above referred to. 

ORECILIUS’ COMPETENCY. 
Thus in Meier vs. Thieman, 90 Mo., 434, it 


was held that by the proviso in question, a 
person was rondered incoinpetent to testify as 
to transactions with a decedent in a suit 

brought by bis heirs, although the person ten- 
‘dered as a witness was npt a party 
to the suit, The decision appears to 
| be based on the ground that a 
witness to be excluded by the State law need 
not be a party to tne record, but will be ex- 
cluded as a witness as to all contracts or 
transactions between himself and a deceased 
person, when the witness has an interest in 
the result of the suit, whether he is or is not a 
party to the record. 

Hence it ls important to determine in the 
first instance whether the competency of 
Crecil'ua to testify as to transactions between 
himself and the decedent is to be tested by 
Federal or State law. 

The rule is that when Congress has legisiated 
on the subject, that is, bas enacted a law cov- 
ering the particular case, such law must pre- 
vail in the Federal courts, notwithstanding it 
differs from the State law. 

Porter vs. National Bank, 102 U. S. 165; Life 
Ins. Co. vs. Schaefer, 94 U. 8, 458; Rice vs. 
Martin et al., 8 Fed. Rep. 476. 

The State laws control in determining the 
competency of witnesses only in cases like 
that of Packet Co. vs. Clough, 20 Wallace, 537, 
which do not fall within any provision of the 
Federal laws. . 

JUDGE THAYER’S RULING. 

The case at bar is clearly within the termes 
of sec. 858. The effort is to exclude Creci- 
lius as a witness on tpe grounds of interest; 
but the first clause of the section declares 
that interest shall be no disqualification 
„ein any civil ation, and the only 
exception to that rule is that mentioned in the 
proviso, thata person called as a witness 
shall not be allowed to testify as to any trans. 
action with or statement by decedent, if the 
suit is against his executor or administrator 
and the witness is himselfan opposing party 
to the suit, unless the witness is called upon 
to testify by the executor or administrator. 

The case at bar seems to be strictly like 
the’ case of Potter vs. National Bank (supra), 
in which a person situated as Crecilius is with 
respéct to the litigation was held to be a com- 
petent witness. Whatever view, therefore, 
the court might entertain as tothe compe- 
tency of the witness under the State law it is 
compelled to hold that he is made a compe- 
tent witness by the Federal statutes. 

Judgment will aceordingly go against the 
executrix for the amount of the Comptroller“e 
assessment, that is for $3,500 with interest at 
6percent per annum to be computed from 
September 24, 1889, to this date.

Miss Whetmore saw her to bed, 
and leaving her in care of another lady 
who had returned from the funeral 
went downstairs to supper. She had been 
gone but afew minutes when the distracted 
lady sprang from ber bed and ran out on to 
the porch in front of the house where she 
sent forth most piercing shrieks. Her cries 
were heard by the people in the house at 
supper, and they ali dashed out in front of 
the house and motioned her to go back. She 
would not do so, however, and a couple of 
the gentiemen dashed upstairs to catch her. 
Just as they were about to go out on the 
porch she sawthem and jumped. The dis- 
tance was about 25 feet. She landed feet fore- 
most, and sustained a very severe fracture. 
She was carried into the house and Dr. Tu-

SIGNMENT AMONG BURKS’ INSPECTORS. 


Three Grain Inspectors Carefally Examine 
Several Car-Loads of Wheat and Arrive 
at Three Different Conclusions as to Ite 
Grade—The Grain Finally Sent to East 
St. Leuis for Grading. 2

During the early part of the week 

the firm of Hewitt, Sharp 4 Co. receiveda 

shipment of wheat froma Missouri corre- 
spondent, amounting to several car-loads. 

WHERE DOCTORS DISAGRES. 

It was sent to an elevator, was carefully ex- 
amined by a Burks expert, and pronounced 
No.2. This was satisfactory, and was what 
had been expected, as the shipper felt sure 
thatthe wheat would grade No. 2. Shortly 
afterwards it became necessary to transfer 
the wheat to another elevator, when it was to 
be inspected by another expert. This gentie- 
man did not have the same opinion of the 
character of the grain as his predecessor. 
After a lengthy examination he came to thé 
conclusion that his coemploye was entirely 


too opt imistio in his vlew of the situation, and 
after mature deliberation decided thas his 
conscience would not allow him to rate the 
grain above the grade of rejected. When this 
news was conveyed to the consignees they 
were greatly disturbed, as the difference in 
grading carried with it a very decided differ- 
encein price. From Information they had 
received, and from the appearance of 
the grain, they felt certain that 
the second inspector was in error, 
and appealed from his grading. The matter 
was then referred to Supervising Inspector 
Frank Washington, and he went to the ele- 
— and inspected the consignment in ques- 
tion. 
A THIRD OPINION. 1 

After the examination he came to the con- 
clusion that neither of the experts through 
whose hands it had passed had arrived at the 
correct solution of the abstruse problem pre- 
sented. The Inepector who rated the wheat 
as No. 2 had, in bis opinion, taken too rosy a 
view of matters, as the grain was not up to 
that grade. The second Inspector had been 
as far in error on the other side, as the grain 
was better than rejected. He determined 
to split the difference and call the 
wheat No.8. The eftect of this peculiar series 
of inspections upon the firm to whom the 
grain was consigned may well be imagined. 
The most inexperienced grain dealer in the 
city could have told that the wheat was either 
No. 2, No. 8 or rejected, and for each of these 
grades expert authority was supplied by the 
staff of the chief expert of the State of Mis- 
souri. The consignees were, however, ieft 
in the dark as to what the grain really was, as 
three men to whom the grading 
was intrusted had expressed their differ- 
entand irreconcilable opinions. After some 
discussing it was decided to make another 
attempt to solve the problem, the first step 
in which would be to remove the article in 
question from the jurisdiction of the Burks 
experts. 

THE CARS WERE ACCORDINGLY SENT 
across the bridge, and turned over to the 
east side inspectors. They examined it, and 
unhesitatingly pronounced it No. 2, and it 
was acraded at this rate, greatly to the profit 
of the farmer who had shipped it. The 
probabilities are that the firm 
whom the rain is 
in future take pains 
their consignments shippec toa point where 
there is less variety of opinion among inspéc- 
tors. The matter was freely talked of on 
Change, and mavy commission men stated 
that such incidents were of common occur- 
rence, aud had resulted in driving tens of 
thousands of bushels into Illinois, where the 
Barks’ experts had no authority. The prin- 
cipal sufferers are the farmers, who lose 
heavily when their grain is inspected too low. 
Much of the opposition to the renomination 
of W. G. Dowwing as Rallroad and Warehouse 
Commissioner is believed to arise from the 
fact that to him is due the presence of Burks 
at the head of the grain inspection system of 
the State.

The Circuit Attorney Institutes a Prosecue 
tion To-Day. 


At the request of Circuit Attorney Clover 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes this 
morning issued a warrant charging Heury H. 
Brink with the making ofa voluntary flase and 
corrupt oath. On this warrant the defendant 


wasafew hours later transferred from the 
hold-over to a cell in the jail. 
Brink la a straw' bondsman. He has for 
years borne a shady reputation evon among 
his associates in the Levee districts. He first 
came to the notice of the court officers about 
a year ago when he appeared in the Criminal 
Court and gave bond in the sum of $800 for the 
appearance of Samuel W. Cathcart to answer 
to he charge of forgery in the-second degree. 
At that time he swore that be was 
the sole owner of a piece of unimproved real 
estate on the west side of Fourteenth street, 
between VOsceola ahd Neosho streets, that the 
property was unencumbered and that it was 
recorded in his name. He took osth to these 
statements and signed the written declaration 
Cathcart was then released. 
afterwards called 
for trial he to appear 
and hie bond was forfeited. When the Sheriff 
went to levy on the property on an execution 
which had been issued it was found that Brink 
did not own it; had never owned it in fact tor 
longer than one month elght montns before 


the bond was taken. Mr. Clovercould not find 


Brink at the time and did not hear from bim 
until about a month ago, when the men at- 
tempted to go on a bond in the Oourt 

t Criminal Correction. Then he caused his 

rrest. Cathcart, who escaped punishment 
through Brink’s operations, was an old of- 
fender. He victimized several persons in St.

THE PASTEUR INSTITUTE. 


Discussing the Expediency of Establishing 
a National Iastitutien. 


New Tonk, June 7.—The widespread pub- 
icity that has been given to the treatment of 
the seven little lllinois boys by Dr. Gibier at 
the Pasteur Institute to prevent the possible 
development of hydrophobia has attracted 
general attention to the Pasteur discovery and 
method of dealing withthe dreaded malady, 
and it is understood that steps are to be taken 


at no distant day to determine the expediency 
ofestablishing an institution which will be 
under the general direction of the general or 
State Government. Nothiag has yet been 
done in connection with the mat 
ter beyond a preliminary discussion of the 
subject, but if it takes shape it will contem- 
plate a board of directors or trustees similar 
to those by which otber public institutions 
are managed, either national or State. It hus 
been urged that in order to render the insti- 
tution of greater value to the interests of hu- 
manity more extended facilities should be 
provided, and that when necessary the treat- 
ment of patients from all over the United 
States should be made free. The present in- 
stitution has not been made self-sustaining 
from the fees of dog-bitten patients, many of 
whom have been treated for nothing, and it is 
believed by transferring it into a State 
or national institution under the management 
of well-known philanthropists confidence 
will be ereated and the usefulness of the work 
widely expanded. The successful result of 
the treatment of the seven IIIInois boys may 
go far toward deciding the question as tothe 
wisdoin of increasing tne facilities of the 
Pasteur Institute. The little fellows received 
their sixth inoculation yesterday and all the 
symptoms of their cases are entirely favor- 
able. An aduit male patient, a resident of a 
town in this State, who deciined to have his 
name made public, was received yesterday. 
He Was attacked the day before 
by as dog, which had been a 
pet in his neighborhood, but whieh 
suddenly became vivious, manifesting symp- 
toms ofrabies. The man was bitten on both 
hands, arms and legs, lacerating his flesh ina 
terrible manner. Aiter having his wounds 
dressed he isoned the dog and came to this 
city for trea nt. Among the other patients 
is a director of a public institution ia this city 
who does not wish his name disclosed. Mr. 
Conklin of New Jersey was inoculated for the 
fifth time . Rev. Dr. Thopson of 
Missouri receiVed his eleventh Inoculation, 
and Judge Masterson of Texas his twelfth 
dose.

MURDERED AND ROBBED. 


Found Dead in the Roadway—Shot by His 
 Sen-in-Law.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. T., June 7.—Old Wash- 
ington Olivet lived on East Mountain in the 
pretty little country town of Unionville, and 
his married daughter with her husband, Ar- 
thur Pendegrass, resided uncer his roof.

were a quarreisome couple, and itis said that 
she left him after he had charged her with in- 
fidelity.

Last Tuesday afternoon Wm. Roe saw the 
two men in a lot as he passed. Four pisto!
